A BOIL IS GREAT FUN 
COMPARED WITH CARBUNCLE 
A pimple or pustule is a trial size 

suppuration produced when hair fol- 

licles or sebaceous glands are infected 
with the common  pus-producing 
germs. 

A boil or furuncle is a household 
Size suppuration produced when the 
same types of germs penetrate through 
the hair follicles, sebaceous or sweat 
glands and invade the 
tissues, 

A carbuncle is a hospital size sup- 
puration produced when the same 
pesky microbes destroy enough tissue 
to cut off the local blood supply or 
nutrition, so that gangrene or death 
of the tissue occurs, with sloughing. 
Pimple, boil or carbunele, it is an 
SCOSS, 

The old-timers held that there was 

a lot of humor in a boil and still more 

in a carbuncle. Even today the peas- 

ants commonly regard any abscess, 

from trial size to hospital size, as a 

throwing off, breaking out or getting 

rid of bad humor of some kind. Char- 
latans who appeal to the peasant in- 
tellect have a more snappy term for 
it; they tell their dumb customers 
that the body is trying to throw off 

“toxins” or “‘poisons.”’ 

It is not the size or extent of the 
swelling or inflammation that de- 
termines whether the abscess is a 
pustule or a boil. If it has a core it's 
a boil; no core, no boil, no matter how 
ldrge and juicy and ripe the pimple 
or papule gets before it ruptures and 
drains spontaneously or is opened and 
drained surgically.

NEW YORK, Dee. 23.—(UP:— 
Technocracy, America’s new scientific 
parlor game, is not a panacea for so- 
cial disturbances, and it holds no 
golden promise of an economic para- 
ise, its principal disciples said to- 
dar. 

Technocracy 
ansthinz more 
facts. 

It is not communism, nor socialism. 

It offers no plan, blue print. scheme, 
purpoke or system for the regenera- 
tion of society. 

It presents no recommendations re- 
garding property ownership, division 
of labor, or economic readjustment of 
prices. 

“Then,” the reporters 
know, “just what is jt?” 

“it is ap analysis—a_ scientific 
analysis of trends, from which scien- 
tists may later draw their conclu- 
sions and, periaps, work out a new 
system,’ replied Dal Hitchcock, speak- 
ing for his chief. Howard Scott, 
known as-leader of the technocrats. 

Technocracy’s only claim is that it 
provides a scientific study of physical 
facts, without regard to politics or 
human emotions. Whatever happens 
'o these facts, after thev are collected 
ind “digested, is entirely up to the 
rest of the scientifie world. 

“In other words.” a correspondent 
asked Mr. Hitcheock. “if a man is 
lrowning, you are busying vourself 
mding out why he is sinking. but you 
ave no life line to throw him?” 

“Exactly,” said Hitchcock, “except 
‘hat by studying his case and looking 
around, and using what facts we can 
yhtain, we may point the way for him 
9 struggle to solid ground.” 

A 600-word manuscript written ov 
Scott, offered its perplexities for a 
group of newspapermen who examined 
Hitchcock at length about the pur- 
poses—if any—behind 
and upon what hopes
